Gray was a member of the Head- 
quarters and Headquarters Battalion 
and served as a satellite communica- 
tions system operator maintainer. 

Fort Drum said Gray, a 10th Moun- 
tain Division soldier, joined the Army 
in November 2012. After completing 
training at Fort Jackson in South Caro- 
lina, he was assigned to Fort Gordon 
Georgia and Fort Benning, Ga. 



Gray arrived at Fort Drum in Octo- 
ber 2013 and deployed with his unit to 
Afghanistan in January. 

Gray’s awards and decorations 
include the Army Commendation 
Medal, the Army Good Conduct Med- 
al, the NATO Medal, the Overseas 
Ribbon, the Army Service Ribbon, the 
National Defense Service Medal, the 
Global War on Terrorism Service 
Medal, the Afghanistan Campaign 
Medal, and the Expert Marksmanship 
Badge. 

Gray was a 2011 graduate of John- 



son Central High School, where he 
was a member of the academic team. 
Skills USA team, prom king and voted 
Most Unforgettable by his senior class. 

In September 2011, Gray was one 
of 16 area students to have been 
named as Senator Jeff Green Scholars. 
Students earn this designation by 
achieving a 4.0 grade point average all 
four years of high school and scoring 
at least a 28 composite on the ACT.

Pain clinic 
owners 
will be 
rearraigned

PIKEVILLE — The owners of a 
former Floyd County pain clinic 
charged with federal drug offenses 
have apparently reached a plea deal 
with prosecutors. 

Attorneys for Ray Douglas Sta- 
pleton and Tina Marie Stapleton 
filed a joint motion Thursday asking 
to be rearraigned. 

U.S. Magistrate Judge Edward 
Atkins granted the request and 
schedule their rearraignment for 
Monday. 

The Stapletons, who owned Auto 
Accident and Health Care at Auxier, 
along with Dr. Stephen C. Arny and 
Dr. Emmanuel Galang Acosta, were 
named in a federal indictment issued 
in September 2012 charging them 
with conspiring to unlawfully dis- 
pense prescription drugs at Auto 
Accident and Health Care. 

They are charged with illegally 
dispensing Oxycodone, Hydrocodo- 
ne and Xanax from July 2011 
through June 30, 2012. 

The indictment alleges that the 
Stapletons operated Auto Accident 
and Health Care for the purpose of 
illegally distributing controlled sub- 
stances. 

The Stapletons, Arny and Acosta 
initially pleaded not guilty to the 
charges. They were among several 
people indicted in August 2012 on 
charges of illegally distributing pre- 
scription drugs in Eastern Kentucky.

PIKEVILLE - Trial got under- 
way Monday in federal court for 
three people charged in a Social 
Security fraud case involving the 
former mayor of Martin, while a 
fourth defendant is not facing the 
jury due to a plea deal she reached 
with federal prosecutors. 

Ginger Michelle Halbert, 42, of 
Martin, pleaded guilty Friday in 
U.S. District Court at Pikeville to 
three charges contained in an indict- 
ment returned last October. 

As part of the plea agreement, 
prosecutors agreed that they will not 
seek charges against Halbert’s son, 
Jeremy Pack for “involvement, if 
any, as currently known to the gov- 
ernment. Pack is expected to testify 
for the prosecution during the trial 
of the remaining defendants, former 
Martin Mayor Ruth Thomasine 
Robinson, 69; her daughter, Rita 
Christine Whicker, 42, who former- 
ly directed the Martin Community 
Center; and Ethel Lee Clouse, 68, 
the former city bookkeeper. 

According to the plea agreement. 
Halbert began received SSA disabil- 
ity benefits in 1999. 

“Sometime in 2005 or 2006, the 
Defendant began working in the 
office of the Mayor of Martin, 
Thomasine Robinson,” the agree-

off,” Preece said. “He was in 
the vehicle that was used in 
the Warfield Drug Store rob- 
bery and there was enough 
evidence in the car, we 
believe, to identify him as the 
man who robbed the Warfield 
Drug Store. We had already 
been looking for him in Mar- 
tin County. He lived up Wolf 
Creek for a while. I just served 
an eviction notice on him, I 
think, Monday. When I heard 
about it, I was 99.9 percent 
sure it was the same man.

Mountain Care Partner- 
ship, a Christian-based orga- 
nization from Branson, Mo., 
will again be assisting eligible 
recipients in the Big Sandy 
region with home repairs this 
summer. 

The organization’s focus is 
working families, and Afghan- 
istan and Iraq veterans, in an 
effort to make life a little bet- 
ter for them. 

Joe D. Wojtowicz, founder 
of the organization, has been a 
deputy sheriff for a number of 
years but said he is getting 
ready to leave the force and 
commit to the Appalachian 
area. 

“We do simple home 
repairs, such as floors, roofs, 
carpeting and linoleum,” he 
said. “We try to meet the 
physical needs such as if they 
need school supplies, cloth- 
ing, basic necessities, depend- 
ing on the situation. In 2009, 
when we started, we had three 



families and 17 volunteers, 
but we have grown tremen- 
dously and now we have 25 
families and 120 volunteers 
and we still have openings.” 

Wojtowicz said the organi- 
zation is Christian-based but 
not like a mission group that 
comes in, does repairs and 
leaves. He said organization 
members stay in touch with 
the families that they assist 
until they see they have gotten 
on their feet. 

“We first have the applica- 
tion process and they have to 
be working or in public ser- 
vice,” Wojtowicz said. “All 
we ask is that they provide 
lunch. We enjoy spending 
time with the families and we 
also offer educational incen- 
tive funds to assist the military 
family and we do background 
checks.” 

The organization is cur- 
rently serving Johnson, Mar- 
tin, Floyd and Lawrence 
counties and also provides 
scholarships to those who are 
entering or are in college. 



partnering with programs 
such as the Job Corp to assist 
students in completing their 
needed hours. 

The organization doesn’t 
receive federal monies and is 
mainly funded through corpo- 
rate donations because the 
work is done for working fam- 
ilies. The deadline to apply is 
May 23. 

“We still have openings for 
nine more families, and it’s 
important to remember it is 
for veterans who served in 
Afghanistan or Iraq or they 
are in a public service job, and 
they have to be a working 
family,” Wojtowicz said. “The

“The funds that were used 
for payment of the Jeremy Pack 
Dayroll checks can be traced 
Jirectly back to federal funds 
from a HUD funding source. 



HUD regularly provided funds 
to the Martin Housing Authori- 
ty for various programs related 
to housing and housing resi- 
dents. These funds are in excess 
of $10,000 each year. It was a 
misappropriation of these funds 
to use them to pay the Defen- 
dant for working in the mayor’s 
office. The funds received by 
the Defendant during each of 
the years she worked for the 
mayor were in excess of $5 ,000. 
The Defendant was an agent of 
the City of Martin.” 

Court filings by prosecutors 
say Pack learned that his mother 
had received money in his name 
in 2007. 

“He protested, and it was his 
understanding that she quit 
doing this,” Assistant U.S. 
Attorney Kenneth R. Taylor 
said in a court document. “It 
was not until a number of years 
later that he learned she had not 
only continued using his name, 
but had almost tripled the 
amount of the checks over time. 
When the FBI came to investi- 
gate, Halbert told him to lie to 
the agents, and he did so reluc- 
tantly. Very soon thereafter he 
came forward with the truth. In 
the eyes of the prosecution. 



Pack is more victim than 
accomphce and, accordingly, he 
is not being prosecuted. To the 
contrary, he is being called as a 
witness for the prosecution.” 

The plea agreement also dis- 
misses another pending federal 
case against Halbert and others, 
including the former mayor, 
involving alleged vote buying 
in the city’s last mayoral elec- 
tion. 

Halbert is scheduled to be 
sentenced June 4. The plea deal 
says the “parties have not stipu- 
lated to a sentence guidelines 
calculation and the defendant 
acknowledges that the Court 
will determine the guidelines 
range after completion of the 
Presentence Report and the 
handling of any objections by 
the parties.” “However, the 
defendant acknowledges that 
the relevant conduct for pur- 
poses of guidelines calculations 
shall be determined as if the 
defendant had been convicted 
of all counts,” the agreement 
says. “The defendant acknowl- 
edges that she will be ordered to 
pay restitution in the amounts 
and to the entities determined 
by the Court at sentencing.”

LOUISA - The Lawrence 
County Grand Jury issued 16 
indictments last week, most of 
which involved theft charges. 

Named in the true bills 
were: 

• Christopher L. Cunning- 
ham, 31, and Tommie J. Rus- 
sell Jr., 31, both of Pikeville, 
charged with theft by unlaw- 
ful taking over $5 00/complic- 
ity and first-degree persistent 
felony offender. 

According to the indict- 
ment, on or before Jan. 20, 
Cunningham and Russell, 
allegedly acting alone or in 
complicity with each other, 
took six wireless routers from 
Walmart of Louisa with a val- 
ue exceeding $500. Both have 
been previously convicted of a 
felony, the indictment said. 

• Mary J. Howard, 63, of 
Martha, charged with first- 
degree arson. 

According to the indict- 
ment, on or before Nov. 11, 
2013, Howard allegedly start- 
ed a fire that destroyed and/or 
damaged the occupied dwell- 
ing house of Johanna Mobley, 
Hannah Mobley and Michael 
Lewis of Martha. 

• Alisha Whitt, 29, and 
William Whitt, 34, both of 
Louisa, charged with theft by 
unlawful taking under 
$10 ,000/complicity. 

According to the indict- 
ment, on or about Nov. 24, 
2013, Alisha Whitt and Wil- 
liam D. Whitt, acting alone or 
in complicity with each other, 
allegedly took #4 copper elec- 
tric wire, sheers and ties with 
a value of $1,274 owned by 
American Electric Power 
(Steve Campbell). 

William Whitt is addition- 
ally charged with first-degree 
criminal mischief and second- 
degree fleeing or evading. 

According to the indict- 
ment, Whitt also allegedly

• Andrew Hodge, 45, and 
Hope L. Hundley, 26, both of 
Louisa, charged with second- 
degree robbery/complicity.

5, 
Jude allegedly knowingly and

He is also a previ- 
ously convicted felon, the 
indictment said. 

• Jerry L. Maynard, 31, of 
Inez, charged with five counts 
of second-degree criminal 
possession of a forged instru- 
ment and second-degree per- 
sistent felony offender.

On Oct. 10, 
2013, he possessed a forged 
check drawn on an account 
appearing to be registered to 
Excel Mining for the amount 
of $685.54 cashed at Eood 
City in Louisa, the indictment 
said, and on Oct. 12, 2013, he 
possessed a forged check 
drawn on an account appear- 
ing to be registered to Excel 
Mining for the amount of 
$862.46 cashed at Eood City 
in Louisa. 

In addition, on Oct. 15, 
2013, he possessed a forged 
check drawn on an account 
appearing to be registered to 
Excel Mining for the amount 
of $256.96, cashed at D&J 
Tobacco in Louisa; and on 
Oct. 15, 2013, he possessed a 
forged check drawn on an 
account appearing to be regis- 
tered to Excel Mining for the 
amount of $275.93 cashed at 
D&J Tobacco in Louisa. 

He is also a previously 
convicted felon, the indict- 
ment said. 

• Rodney Hicks, no age 
listed, of Webbville, charged 
with making a false statement 
to obtain an increase in his 
benefit amount over $100.

Hicks allegedly knowingly

zation, for the amount of 
$5,969.40.

an account appearing to be 
registered to Excel Mining for 
$862.46 cashed at Eood City 
in Louisa; a check drawn on 
an account appearing to be 
registered to Excel Mining for 
the amount of $256.96 cashed 
at D&J Tobacco in Louisa; a 
check drawn on an account 
appearing to be registered to 
Excel Mining for the amount 
of $976.54 cashed at Eood 
City in Prestonsburg; and a 
check drawn on an account 
appearing to be registered to 
Excel Mining for the amount 
of $782.54, cashed at Eood 
City in Prestonsburg.

2013, Marcum, Caudill and 
Rice, allegedly acting alone or 
in complicity with each other, 
knowingly and unlawfully 
were in possession of a sched- 
ule II controlled substance. 
Oxycodone and a syringe. 

Editor’s note: An indict- 
ment is not an indication of 
guilt but a determination by a 
grand jury that criminal charg- 
es warrant further judicial 
review.

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Can a 'kill 
switch' cut the 
rate of 
smartphone 
theft?

There are so many 
things technology does to 
make our lives better. 
There’s also some things 
technology could do to 
make our lives better, but 
for some reason doesn’t. 
Here’s an interesting cur- 
rent example. Did you 
know that, even as crime 
overall in the U.S. has been 
dropping over the last 10 or 
15 years, smartphone theft 
has reached epidemic pro- 
portions? It’s not surpris- 
ing. Those things can cost 
$600 and are easy to swipe, 
conceal and transport. 
(They are also worth a lot 
of money overseas.) The 
theft numbers are amazing. 
The FCC in 2012 released 
a survey of smartphone 
theft. Among the stats: For- 
ty percent of the robberies 
in New York City involved 
smartphones. And many 
thieves, of course, are after 
something more valuable 
than the phone - your per- 
sonal information, access 
to your banking and email, 
and other deviousness. So: 
What are we going to do 
about it? That’s the ques- 
tion some consumers have 
been asking for years, and 
it seems as if there’s a sim- 
ple solution: Adding a fea- 
ture to allow owners to 
render a stolen device use- 
less via a blocking device 
- the so-called “kill 
switch.” 

Lawmakers in Califor- 
nia, spurred by the state 
attorney general, have been 
considering a mandatory 
kill switch bill. That pro- 
posal caught the attention 
of the industry; California 
is such a big market it 
would make a de facto 
national standard. In the 
meantime, a group of sena- 
tors in Washington, D.C., 
have proposed a similar 
bill, the Smartphone Theft 
Prevention Act, proposed 
earlier this month. 

The idea of both is that, 
once it’s understood that 
stolen phones were proba- 
bly unusable, the market 
for hot phones would be at 
least trimmed. (Phones 
could still be stolen for 
parts, I guess.) 

Now, a consortium of 
phone companies is against 
these laws. One argument: 
That kill switches could be 
hacked - there’s even the 
specter raised of Homeland 
Security phones being 
bricked en masse in a ter- 
rorist attack. Leaving aside 
the silly latter part of the 
argument. I’m still not con- 
vinced this is an issue. It 
might be true that someone 
wanting to do you mischief 
might take the time to brick 
your phone out of spite, but 
that should be as prevent- 
able as any other type of 
hack, right? And, seriously, 
the chances of that happen- 
ing are a lot less than that 
of the phone getting stolen. 
And there certainly isn’t a 
similar financial incentive. 

Another argument 
against the kill switch is 
that a better solution would 
be a national database of 
stolen cellphones , which 
buyers would presumably 
check before a second- 
hand phone is bought. This 
has supposedly been avail- 
able for years, but you 
don’t hear much about it, 
do you? 

I’m going to go out on a 
limb and suggest that per- 
haps the makers’ lack of 
enthusiasm on the subject 
is that they make a lot of 
money from folks having 
to replace all those stolen 
phones. Some even twist 
consumers’ arms to buy so- 
called insurance against 
loss or theft - for $5 or $10 
per month, plus a deduct- 
ible of $100 or more. There 
are apps, too, like Apple’s 
useful Find My iPhone, 
Google’s Android Device 
Manager, or the universal 
Prey, but even this doesn’t

UPIKE interns to participate in study 
on soil composition of post-mining land 



In continuing efforts to 
build a new energy economy 
in Central Appalachia, Patriot 
Bioenergy Corporation is 
undertaking a study on soil 
composition of post-mining 
land and will work with Uni- 
versity of Pikeville interns on 
the project. 

The internship project has 
them conducting field research 
to collect, process and evalu- 
ate soil samples from post- 
mining land in Kentucky and 
West Virginia. The interns 
will explore the potential of 
industrial hemp as an energy 
feedstock in the region. 

“We are delighted to work 
with UPike on this important 
research that assists us in 
understanding ecological 
make-up of post-mining land, 
that will provide us the neces- 
sary data to build a new ener- 
gy economy in our region,” 
said Roger Ford, CEO for 
Patriot Bioenergy Corpora- 
tion. 

The project began in Janu- 
ary and will continue through 
the spring semester, with 
interns visiting post-mining 
sites, collecting soil samples, 
and processing data obtained 
from the sites. The data will 
be used for identifying poten- 
tial sites and their soil compo- 
sition, critical to the produc- 
tion of energy-related bio- 
mass.

PRESTONSBURG - The 
52-year old woman who came 
to Highlands’ After Hours 
Clinic thought she simply had 
a virus. 

Throughout the day, she’d 
had pain in her back, short- 
ness of breath and an upset 
stomach. But as the clinician 
examined her, it became clear 
that her symptoms were some- 
thing else entirely: this wom- 
an was having a heart attack. 

Heart health issues can 
occur without warning and are 
often mistaken as affecting 
men more than women. But 
heart disease is the No. 1 kill- 
er of both men and women, 
and is the cause of one out of 
every four deaths in the Unit- 
ed States. Because heart attack 
symptoms can often be differ- 
ent in a woman versus a man.
